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new  food  stamp 
program  in  effect 


Chinatown  residents 
may  not  be  aware  of  a 
new  food  stamp  program 
which  went  into  effect 
July  1 ,  and  could  mean 
substantial  savings. 

The  food  stamp  pro¬ 
gram  (which  had  previ¬ 
ously  served  only  37 
Massachusetts  communi¬ 
ties)  replaces  the 
surplus  food  distribu¬ 
tion  program  in  the 
state. 

Welfare  recipients 
are  automatically  eli¬ 
gible  for  stamps,  but 
other  low-income  per¬ 
sons  may  also  be  eli¬ 
gible,  but  must  first 
fill  out  a  6 -page  form 
to  determine  if  they 
are  eligible. 

Forms  are  available 
at  the  Chinese  Commu¬ 
nity  Health  Service, 
199  Harrison  Ave., Bos¬ 
ton.  (ph.  482-7555) 

The  Federal  food 
stamps  can  be  ex¬ 
changed  for  food  in 
local  supermarkets  in 
place  of  cash. 


Food  stamps  can  be 
purchased--by  eligible 
persons  only--at  banks 
and  post  offices.  The 
value  of  the  stamps  is 
higher  in  the  super¬ 
market  than  the  money 
needed  to  purchase 
them. 

The  Food  Stamp  pro¬ 
gram  is  administered 
by  the  state  Welfare 
Department.

COMMENT 

WEED 


Racism  is  an  issue  that  does  not  find  its  way  into  social 
company  —  at  least,  not  without  discomfort  and  ill  ease. 

Racism  is  often  discussed  heatedly,  emotionally,  and 
irrationally. 

Racism  creates  divisions,  talk  of  “them”  versus  “us.” 

The  Black  race,  against  whom  racism  has  been  most 
fanatically  used,  has  been  fighting  back  against  “The  Man” 
through  the  system  and  outside  the  system.  Beginning  with  the 
Civil  Rights  movement  of  the  60’s,  racism  by  the  establish¬ 
ment  has  been  acknowledged  and  some  grudgingly-given 
remedial  action  has  been  taken. 

One  of  the  fall  outs  of  the  Black  man’s  efforts  is  significant 
civil  rights  legislation  affecting  all  minority  members, 
primarily  in  the  area  of  employment  practices. 

Four  years  ago,  politicized  Asian  American  youth  assembl¬ 
ed  in  the  West  Coast  to  take  issue  with  blatant  and  subtle 
racism  against  the  yellow  race.  If  radical  action  then  simply 
drew  attention  to  the  issues  of  racism  against  Asians,  it  was  a 
necessary  and  important  first  move,  a  catalyst. 

Locally,  a  sociology  instructor  at  UMass  Boston  has  filed  a 
suit  alleging  job  discrimination  in  obtaining  tenure.  Fifteen 
State  agencies  in  Massachusetts  have  been  charged  by  the 
federal  Office  of  Civil  Rights  for  failing  to  take  Affirmative 
Action  in  hiring  minorities.  And  a  San  Francisco  study 
reveals  biases  against  Asian  Americans  throughout  the  job 
market. 

Racism  exists.  It  cannot  be  eradicated  overnight  by  legisla¬ 
tion,  by  studies  or  by  condemnation  against  the  system. 
Racism  is  like  a  weed  which  continues  to  pester  us.  Actions, 
like  those  mentioned  above,  are  steps  to  eradicate  that  weed. 
But  it  will  require  continual  vigilance  and  persistent  action  by 
all  of  us. 

It  is  a  human  obligation  to  stamp  it  out. 
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Racial  discrimination  charged  in  suit 
against  15  State  agencies  in  Boston 


A  civil  rights  suit 
alleging  wide  spread 
racial  discrimination 
in  the  employment 
practices  of  15  state 
agencies  in  Boston  has 
been  filed  in  U.S. 
District  Court. 

The  class  action 
suit  claims  that  mi¬ 
norities  hold  only  4.4 
percent  of  the  jobs  in 
state  agencies  located 
in  Boston,  yet,  minor¬ 
ities  make  up  23  per¬ 
cent  of  the  city's 
population. 

The  minorities 
named  included:  Chi¬ 
nese,  Japanese,  Span- 
ish-surnamed  Americans 
American  Indians,  Fil¬ 
ipinos,  Hawaii ans  and 
Cape  Verdians. 

In  1970  Governor 
Francis  Sargent  is¬ 
sued  an  Executive  Or¬ 


der  requiring  state  a- 
gencies  to  take  "rig¬ 
orous  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion"  in  the  areas  of 
recruitment,  hiring, 
training  and  promotion 
of  minorities  to  reme¬ 
dy  effects  of  past  and 
present  discriminatory 
patterns  and  practices 

However,  the  U.S. 
Commission  on  Civil 
Rights  has  issued  a 
report  that  the  state 
has  not  lived  up  to 
the  directive. 

According  to  the 
report,  only  596  of 
the  state's  13,496 
state  employees  work¬ 
ing  in  Boston  are  mi¬ 
norities. 

All  but  2.7  percent 
of  the  minorities  are 
in  the  lowest  ranked 
and  lowest  paid  jobs 
which  salaries  range 
from  $5,200  to  $9,300 
a  year. 


The  suit  was  criti¬ 
cal  of  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  examinations  sys¬ 
tem  and  suggested  in¬ 
stead  that  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  oral  and  prac¬ 
tical  examinations, 
interviews  or  "experi¬ 
ence  evaluations," 
would  be  better  in 
making  job  selections. 
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The  second  part  of 
a  two-step  increase  in 
monthly  social  securi¬ 
ty  benefits  was  in¬ 
cluded  in  checks  de¬ 
livered  on  July  3rd. 
The  overall  increase 
amounted  to  11%  for 
most  people  getting 
social  security  pay¬ 
ments.  A  7 -percent 
increase  was  included 


Deviant ,  not  depression 


Dear  Editor: 

I  am  writing  to 
correct  a  statement 
which  was  attributed 
to  me  in  the  June  1974 
issue  of  SAMPAN. 

In  reporting  the 
discussion  which  fol¬ 
lowed  D  r.  Stanley 
Sue's  study  on  mental 
health  among  Chinese, 
I  was  quoted  as  saying 
"A  four  year  old  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  Mother's 
lap,  sucking  his  thumb 
may  be  normal  in  Chi¬ 
nese  society,  but  it 
is  labeled  depression 
in  Western  psychology'.' 
The  latter  part  o  f 
this  statement  is  not 
correct  as  there  is  no 


scientific  fact,  as 
far  as  I  know,  to  sup¬ 
port  that  thumb-suck¬ 
ing  leads  to  depres¬ 
sion.  Rather, it  should 
say, "...it  may  be  la¬ 
beled  as  "deviant"  in 
the  western  society." 

You  are  correct  in 
pointing  out  that  one 
should  not  be  hasty  in 
drawing  conclusions  a- 
bout  Chinese  behavior 
without  considering 
the  Chinese  Cultural 
background.

Francisco  bay  area, 
which  has  the  largest 
concentration  of  Asian 
-Americans  in  t  h  e 
country. 

"We  are  also  con¬ 
cerned  because  the 
statistics  show  Asian- 
Americans  females  are 
primarily  employed  in 
such  traditional  jobs 

as  clerks  in  various 
industries  and  opera¬ 
tives  in  the  garment 
industry. " 

The  study, the  first 
major  investigation  of 
discrimination  against 
Asian-Americans ,  i  s 
being  conducted  by  a 
San  Francisco  nonprof¬ 
it  consulting  firm,  A- 
sian-American  Service 
Institute  for  Assist¬ 
ance  to  Neighborhoods 
(Asian  Inc. ) ,  under  a 
contract  with  the  com¬ 
mission. 

The  study  showed 
that  of  the  10  top  in¬ 
dustries  in  the  bay 
area,  Asian-Americans 
are  under  employed  in 
the  construction  and 
wholesale  trade  indus¬ 
tries  and  heavily  em- 
ployed  a  s  service 


workers  in  restaurants 
and  hospitals  and  as 
clerks  in  banks  and 
insurance  companies. 

In  the  second  tier 
of  10  industries  they 
are  employed  at  one- 
third  their  represen¬ 
tation  in  the  work 
force  in  the  electron¬ 
ics,  printing,  pub¬ 
lishing,  trucking  and 
automobile  manufactur¬ 
ing  industries.  The 
one  industry  at  this 
level  where  there  is 
heavy  employment  of  A- 
sian  males  is  in  small 
grocery  stores , accord¬ 
ing  to  the  study. 

In  the  third  tier 
of  the  10  industries, 
there  is  low  employ¬ 
ment  of  Asian-Ameri¬ 
cans  as  craftsmen  and 
operators  i  n  fabri¬ 
cated  metal  products, 
chemical  products, 
steel  works  and  the 
electric,  gas  and  san¬ 
itary  services  indus¬ 
tries.  The  report  said 
they  are  heavily  em¬ 
ployed  a  s  service 
workers  in  the  hotel 
industry  and  in  the 
deep  sea  foreign 
transportation  indus¬ 
try.
